GOVERNMENTS OR PEOPLES? 


In some quarters the president is upheld 


and in others censured for his correspon- 
dence with Miss Freed in which he seems 
to prepare the public for meager results 
at the approaching conference for the 
limitation 
of 
armament. 
"It 
is 


necessary to deal with actualities.'5 Mr. 
Harding wrote. " Universal disarmament 
would be beyond hope of realization: even 
its desirability at this time might well be 
questioned." "While it is true that sen- 
timentalisin cannot be permitted to ^uide 
the decisions of the conference, and while 
it also is true that more or less misunder- 
ttending has arisen over the use of the 
word ''disarmament."' which is out of the 
question, it does not follow that gen- 
nine steps cannot or should not be taken 
toward a substantial reduction of arma- 
ment. Here is Tvhere popular suspicion 
and perhaps disappointment at the presi- 
dent's admonitions creep in. The public 
realizes that if the politicians and diplo- 
matists who gather at Washington are left 
to their own, devices little is likely to be 
-accomplished. "The limitation of arma- 
ments can never be imposed by the govern- 
ments ou the peoples, but it may be im- 
posed by, the peoples on the governments. • 
It is only by creating an instructed public 
opinion in each country that the necessary 
strength of world opinion may be ob- 
tained.'5 This excerpt from the report ^f 
the League of Nations' committee on dis- 
armament goet> to the root of disarmament. 
Governments will not bring it about. . 
peoples must. 


The Chicago Tribune argues that reduc- 


tion of armaments js complicated if not 
prohibited by racial and national antipa- 
thies of peoples. "The plain and common 
people are antagonistic to each other." it 
says. They have "contempt or dislike for 
the mass of people composing another na- 
tion. They invent opprobrious names for 
them. * * * * They sneer at different 
language. They are enemies of everything 
alien, and scornful of other customs and 
habits." etc. "The plain and common peo- 
ple." it adds, are "inclined upon the 
slightest pretext to knock each others' 
block off.'"" * • * The French and German 
peoples do not love each other. Their ani- 
mosities are not wholly created by their 
governments. * * * It is the same with 
nearly every other people with relation to 
nearly every other people.'' If these were 
eccurate statements of whole truths, if 
they in reality were true, we sliould indeed 
face a heavy obstacle in the path of peace 
end reduced armaments. 


That they are, however, only half 


truths, and even questionable half-truths 
Et that, requires but a moment's reflection. 
Most animosities of .peoples- arc in fact cre- 
ated by governments, the Tribune to the 
contrary notwithstanding. All history is 
a record of this. Nations have been led 
against each other, by rulers, by warriors, 
bent upon aggrandizement of power or am- 
bition from time immemorial. There is 
hardly a war until modern times, aside 
from religious crusades, which cannot be 
Iraced to this cause, and even most modem 
wars were of this origin. There is no in- 
herent enmity between «be Germans and 
French, nor between the English and Ger- 
mans. It has been created and fostered 
by wars arbitrarily forced upon them by 
conspirators and autocrats. The history of 
European moaarchs is oac of endless in- 
trigue of marriages and alliances designed 
to increase imperial prestige, promote con- 
quest, etc. None of these intrigues cave 
first consideration to human welfare, nor 
lo national welfare for lha: matter, as in- 
numerable revolutions agains-t fal«> mon- 
archs abundantly testify. 


England's forcicn policies were up to 


1hc beginning of the "World wsr founded 
on the principle of imperial ends. Prime 
ministers often were in conflict, so late as 
Victoria's reign, with royal foreign y»oli- 
cics, and the people had nothing whaievor 
to say about what was done, generally 


Icncw nothing of it. 
British policies in 


the Crimean war, the NapoJoonic wars, in 
rolatioJib with Germany, France, Italy and 
Kussia, were mostly royal whims, graving 
out of royal marriages, royal schcinmgs, 
royal bargainings. Intermarriages between 
the reigning houses of England and Ger- 
many for a time brought about great cor- 
diality between these two peoples, later 
to be wrecked by conflicting imperial re- 
quirements. Count "\Vitte in his autobi- 
ography reveals the wickedness and 
treachery of European royal machinations. 
We know the uascrupulousuess of the di- 
plomacy of Bismarck and Machiavelli. "We 
know the philosophy of von Beruhardi, 
Nietzsche, 
von Treitschke—all to" curry 


imperial favor or further the purposes of 
despotism. We know the plottmgs against • 
Austria and Prance: of the interminable 
conflict between rulers over the Balkans 
and their spoils; over Africa and its loot. 


We know of war after war deliberately 


and luiblushingly ordered by royal decree 
to swell royal power, forestall revolution, 
or to crush a rival, having no relation 
whatever to national or human welfare. 
We behold the intrigues of Vienna. Ber- 
lin and other capitals, their malevolent 
treaties, their secret alliances, the hatreds 
and clashing ambitions of crowned heads, 
and finally tie monstrous culmination in 
tnc World war. Can anyone say the en- 
mities and prejudices of peoples of Europe, 
bandied about for centuries as the tools 
and pawns of absolxxtism. are natural and 
normal? Can any person argue that they 
are not the product, 100 per cent, of their 
so-called governments—or kings, kaisers, 
czars and princely whatnots? What hap- 
pened when peoples were rescued from 
these iron masters, from these tyrants, 
imbeciles and autocrats* America is the 
answer. Does German hate Frenchman in 
the United States? Do the Irish and the 
English dwell in peaee 1 What alleged ra- 
cial antipathies control either the govern- 
ment or foreign policies of this nation ? Do 
we not live in peace with Canada, though 
armed against Great Britain because Great 
Britain is armed against us? What racial 
flare-ups in America cannot be traced 
to old-world heritages, and the strife gen- 
erated by irresponsible1 rulers? Do we- 
really make fun of aliens, do we really dis- 
like them, or is our attitude that of 
amused curiosity? What do the.immigra- 
tion'records and policies for 100 years' 
show as to American tolerance. American 
sympathy. American helpfulness, of bro- 
therly affection, for the alien. 


It is just such talk, just such argument, 


just such false conclusions, as drawn by 
the Tribune that preserve and accentuate 
racial misunderstanding, racial animosi- 
ty, international friction.. It is just such 
philosophy that stands between the peoples 
of Europe and the United States in their 
desire for universal peace, in their wish to 
end war. It is just such doctrine that 
makes it possible for politicians to block 
the League of Nations and get away with 
it. It is just such teachings that make a 
mountain of disarmament and threaten to 
frustrate the success of the conference at 
Washington. It is the old elevation of gov- 
ernment over peoples, of a'utocrats over 
subjects. If the 
governments and the „ 


politicians are to settle the question, and 
the peoples have nothing to say. we are 
in truth premature in our "efforts to reduce 
armaments. We have not yet reached the 
stage where peoples are governments, or 
control their governments. 
The people 


have not yet attained the point in their 
political emancipation where they can 
have what they want and live as they de- 
sire to live. We shall know where we "are 
at"' when the dignitaries assemble at 
Washington and tell us whether we may 
or may not put down some of the back- 
breaking burden we are carrying for mili- 
tarism and war; whether we have to sleep 
with a gun under our pillow or whether 
we may so order our affairs that we may 
dwell in peace with the rest of the world.

Pulmonary tuberculosis is a chronic disease. That 


means a disease that runs a prolonged course. There 
are various more or less arbitrary stages.

berculosis; months later the second stago in which 
tho affected part of the lung.or lung* becomes more 
or less solid or infiltrated, nke the hardened place 
around a boil: and third, the breaking down or ulcer- 
ation of this hardened place to form a cavity. Now 
in the benighted age of our grandfathers few doc- 
tors were sufficiently educated or equipped with the 
necessary instruments of precision to detect tuber' 
culosls until tho thiid or cavity stage had arrived, 
and naturally the chances for recovery after the dis- 
ease had progressed so far were very small, con- 
sidering the fear of fresh air which obsessed people 
in those days.

crime was planned and 


perpetrated by an anarchist or a group 
of anarchists is the theory which the 
pvolice have been working on all -along 
— a theory presumably well founded 
upon clews discovered on the scene ot 
the' crime. Accordingly, the search for 
criminals has been confined chiefly to 
radical groups throughout the coun- 
try. 
In the past year several sus- 


pects were arrested by the agents of 
:he Department of Justice, but all 
were later released forMack of suffici- 
!nt evidence. Occasionally, one hears 
the theory advanced that the whole 
catastrophe was an accident, but you 
cannot make the police" believe that. 
"Where." they askj you/ quickly, "do 
the sash weights f ft "intolthe ^accident 
theory? Why would an irinicent wagon 
of T. N. "T~. be laden with sash"weights, 
which, in the explosion, scattered like 
pieces of shrapnel among tho crowd, 
causing much injury?" 


And the terrible, sash -weights are 


only one item in-, the Mist of strange 
evidence which seems to sustain the 
theory that the explosion was;planned. 


The Known 'Facts •- -•

The police know that on tho morn- 


ing of September '16. '1920, a wagon 
filled with high 'explosives and drawn 
by' an underfed horse, was driven to 
Wall and Broud Streets — the heart of 
New York's'1 great -financial district — 
and parked in front of the 
United 


States Assay office directly across the 
street from the J. P. Morgan, bank 
building, a location not more than 100 
feet from tht^-Ts'ew York Stock Ex- 
change. 
The noonday crowds were 


filling the narrow streets when the 
blast came.

The shock was so great that people 


in distant Brooklyn \vere frightened 
and ran screaming into the streets. 
You can imagine, 
therefore, 
what 


havoc it wrought among the crowds 
In Wall StreeC In a brief interval— 
eecmingly only u few seconds— 1.700 
policemen were on the scene fighting 
back the thousands of persons who 
rushed forward, in order that the 
wounded -might not be trampled upon 
and that the ambulances and dead 
wagons might have free way. They 
arrived upon a ghastly scene. Victims 
were strewn about in all directions. 
some dead, some dying, and 
many 


suffering from painful minor injuries.

hauled the explosives was shattered

equally dilapidated horse was picked 
up on" the steps of the United States 
Assay office.

Fairly Intelligent descriptions of the 


horse and Wgon were obtained Jrom 
three persons who claimed to have 
ween the vehicle clatter 
into 
AVall 


Street. Hoof pads of the horse. be.u-. 
in»r th« Inscription "Blwon Hoof 1'ad 
Company. Buffalo, New York." were 
picked up, and from the «Izc of thcsu 
pads the Investigators were able to 
judge the exact weight of the horse. 
They were also able to judge from 
the size and extent of tho 'disaster 
that it had been caused by approxi- 
mately 200 pounds of T. N. T. 
The 


presence of small bits of metal,'scat- 
tered over a vast area (the deadly 
pieces of sash weights, already re- 
ferred to) convinced the police that 
they had to deal with a deliberately 
planned crime. This assumption was 
strengthened by the statements of sev- 
eral witnesses who claimed to have 
seen three Italians standing near the 
fateful wagon five minutes or so be- 
for the1 explosion. Then came tho' 
seeming confirmation of this theory 
in the news that warnings of the im- 
pending catastrophe .had been mailed 
to various persons on the day before 
it occurred. 


The last clue was investigated first. 


In a short time, agents of the De- 
partment of Justice had uncovered the 
surprising information that the warn- 
ings had been -mailed by Edwin P. 
Fischer^ former tennis champion of 
N'ew 
Y*rk City. "Keep out of the 


financial district-on the afternoon of 
September 16,"' was the message he 
had sent to several friends as well as 
to the French High .Commission. 


A Psychic Warning 


The solution of the mysterious 


plosion seemed to be reduced to the 
mere matter of locating Edwin P. 
Fischer. 
Fischer saved the police 


the trouble by appearing in Hamilton, 
Ontario. 54 hours after the disaster, 
in company with his brother, who was 
trying to have him committed to the 
care of the Canadian Lunacy Commis- 
sion. Instead, ho was taken into cus- 
tody by the Canadian police, who held 
him until United States secret service 
men could reach Hamilton. This they 
did in a great hurry, bringing with 
them a staff of stenographers for the 
purpose of recording Fischer's confes- 
sion—so certain were they that he was 
connected with the explosion. 


They were destined to be disappoint- 


ed, however. Fischer turned out to be 
as unp'erturbed as he was cordial. He 
greeted the government agents 
po- 


itely. He admitted writing the warn- 
ngs. When accused of having visited a 
Xew Jersey munitions factory two 
\veeks before tho explosion, he also 
admitted tnat.".1 Heldid:not deny that 
ho had-left'New York* lor Canada a 
few hours after it had happened. But 
that he was guilty he would not admit, 
rlis foreknowledge of the disaster, he 
declared, had come to him by reason 
of a peculiar psychic power inherited 
trom his mother. 
A voice from the 


spirit had warned him. And through 
the hard days of grilling that followed, 
Fischer stubbornly stuck to his story. 


After this'great disappointment, se- 


crct service officials were'compelled to 
start searching for a new criminal. In 
this search police in'all parts of the 
country joined. Inspired by the fact 
that the city of New York alone of- 
ered a reward of $10.500 for the cap 
ture of the guilty party or parties, 
while an additional reward of $50.000 
was offered by Wall Street business 
nterests. 


The Cleveland police were the first 


o contribute interesting suspects wlien 
they arrested a radical trio,.two men 
and a woman, who had professed to 
know more than they should about 
the explosion, but these three were 
able to_cstablii>h perfect alibis.^Later 
came the arrest of Tito Llgi. a'Pitts- 
burg Italian, known to bo a draft de- 
serter and radical, boastful of- his 
amiliarlty with bombs. The chief evi- 
dence against Ligi was the fact that 
pieces of sash weights similar to those 
found in Wall Street were discovered 
n his home—that, and the fact that 
-r New York witness positively identi- 
fied him as one of the three Italians 
seen near the bomb cart just before 
the explosion. Nevertheless. Ligi, also 
losscssed an invincible alibi. 


Following this failure, an Italian of 


Bayorine. N. J.. was arrested and 
formally charged with the crime, after 
several witnesses had likewise identi- 
fied him as one of the guilty three 
seen in the vicinity of the T. N. T. wa. 
son. 


had the streets 


roped off and the scene of the crime 
cleared in- order that all cxlbtln? clues 
might be preserved for investigation. 
Detectives from police headquarters 
and agents from the nearby Depart- 
ment of Justice office, including some 
or the most expert ornithologists in 
the country, were almost immediately 
on hand, checking up bits of evidence, 
questioning alleged 
witnes&cs and 


tracing various report?.

But later when arraigned by 


the government on the specific charge, 
the number of witnesses had somehow 
dwindled to one. whose story was ob- 
viously patched and flimsy. De Filipis 
was quietly released. 


Since -\hen.' no new arrests have 


been made and no new evidence has 
been uncovered. Tho Wall Street ex- 
plosion remains a mystery, but is by 
r.o means a forgotten one. The search 
for the master criminal who caused it 
still goes on.
